The questions put to Captain 
Allairs tacitly stamped him as u. cor- 
ruptionist and blackmailer, and while 
Mr. GoU failed to fasten a particle of 
guilt upon him, he placed an honest 
public servant in a position that did 
the latter a grave wrong. Other ex- 
amples of the same kind might be 
cited. 


It is not a pleasant or popular thing 


to call attention to this matter in the 
light of the important service which 
Mr. GofI has performed, but it is only 
just that it should be done. Many of 
the witnesses that have testified before 
the Lexow committee have been ad- 
mittedly characters of the lowest de- 
scription. Much of the evidence which 
these persons gave remains to this day 
uncorroborated. 
That 
perjury was 


committed by some of the witnesses is 
not only plain from confessions of the 
witnesses themselves, but from other 
circumstances. In spite of these facts, 
Mr. Goff has frequenly proceeded as if 
such evidence was final and conclusive, 
and totally outweighed the sworn de- 
nials and previous excellent record of 
suspected officials. 
How many persons 


have been thus unfairly injured it 
would be difficult to say. 


The police investigation, it should be 


kept steadily in mind, has been in no 
sense of the word a judicial inquiry. 
In the nature of the case it could not 
be so. This, however, has enabled tac- 
tics to be employed toward witnesses 
•which would not be tolerated a mo- 
Eient in an ordinary court of law. It 
has afforded an opportunity for a need- 
less torturing and browbeating of wit- 
nesses, for which there was no escape 
and for which there is no redress, and 
this opportunity at times has been so 
ruthlessly employed by the counsel for 
the committee as to rnaka his actions 
savor of persecution, rather than a de- 
sir* to promote public ends. Should 
the police inquiry be continued next 
year it is to be hoped that greater care 
will be exercised to discriminate be- 
tween the innocent and the guilty 
Mere suspicion on the part of counsel 
should not be allowed to blast the rep- 
utations of honest men.
